CHEAP 
LITERATURE. 


The Saturday Review. 


• People may say that cheap literature 
can provide the antidote as well as 1>ha 
bane. 
Sixpenny editions of "Too1 


Brown," of Marrynt's novels, and <A 
Scott's can be found everywhere. We 
confess to doubts .as to whether the 
great unknown world of readers caws 
mnch for these masterpieces. We doubt 
•whether they penetrate much below the 
middle of the middle class. It is cer- 
tain that the highly educated girl of the 
day does not, and apparently can not, 
read Scott any more than she can ap- 
preciate Dickens. 
She prefers the 


thinnest twaddle of the mob of modern 
novelists, full of the talk she hears con- 
tinually and of descriptions of things 
which, being perfectly familiar, require 
no imagination in the reader. Probably 
the large public of the lower middle 
class and the less intelligent members 
of the working classes also like fiction 
that deals with the commonplace or the 
purely fanciful adventures of persons in 
their own rank. There are wild, cheap 
novels in which the heroes are noble- 
hearted burglars, and there is a kind of 
converted penny dreadful, for family 
reading, in which adventures, stolen 
wills, wicked guardians, and the like 
abound, while a general air of evangelical 
piety prevails among the virtuous heroes 
and heroines. In these classes of cheap 
literature there is a lack of humor 
which may be felt, and an entire ab- 
sence of diverting dialect and of well- 
drawn and discriminating character. 
The whole interest turns either on. 
crime or on the sudden acquisition of 
fortune by the lowly but virtuous. A 
successful claimant, who had been left 
ris a child on the steps of a workhouse 
and has developed into an exemplary 
and bible-loving niaid-of-all-work, is the 
favorite heroine of the converted penny 
dreadful. Her lover is a wicked baro- 
net, who, like King Easter and King 
Wester in the ballad, loves her"for'her 
land" and "for her fee," which he is 
aware that she is to possess, while a 
young man of the class of Sam Ger- 
ridge is a disinterested and finally suc- 
cessful adorer. The close of the novel 
leaves the happy pair in the enjoyment 
of wealth beyond the dreams of avarice, 
This sort of cheap literature is not pos- 
itively harmful, but it encourages the 
eternal day-dream of the poor—the hope 
of sudden wealth coming in from some 
unexpected quarter, the expectation of 
impossible uncles from Australia or San 
Francisco. These dreams are preferred 
to all the human art and pathos of real- 
ly good novels which require some dis- 
interestedness, some'fancy, and some 
education in the reader. It is probable, 
however, that Dickens is still immense- 
ly popular with many members of the 
class which absorbs cheap literature.

TUNNEL. 


Demorest's Monthly. 


The English Liberal public have re- 


cently been paying high honors to John 
Bright. The'great Quaker orator,-has 
now been to parliament a quarter ft a 
century, and unlike other public men) 
he has not grown more conservative 
with advancing years. He is as ardent 
a Liberal as he was when he first en- 
tered public life. He resigned from the 
Gladstone ministry because he could not 
conscientiously approve of the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria and the unprovoked 
war upon the people of Egypt. In his 
answers to the congratulatory addressed 
of his admirers, he took occasion to 're- 
fer to the project for uniting Great 
Britain to the continent by means of a 
tunnel under the channel which sep- 
arates England from France. The en- 
terprise, which would be of incalculable 
benefit to the business interests of all 
western Europe, and most of all to 
.Great Britain herself, has been opposed j 
by all classes of public men in England, 
because they fear that the tunnel, if 
constructed, would put the British 
islands at the mercy of the various 
armies of the continental nations. 
Mr. Bright ridiculed these fears; as 
being, jchiniericiil, and pointed put 
the immense commercial benefits which 
would follow the connection between 
the British railway system and that of 
the continent. Sir John 'Hawkshaw, a 
famous engineer, states that there are 
no engineering difficulties in the con- 
struct ion of the tunnel which could not 
be easily surmounted. 
It could be 


finished in eight years, and the cost 
would not exceed $40,000,000. He es- 
timates there will be 2,000,000 of pas- 
sengers passing thrbugh it annually, 
and that the freight business would not 
be less than 1,200,000 tons. The in- 
come, he estimates,'would be nearly 
$5,000,000 annually, Jand< allowing 40 
Jlerjcent. for, working expenses, thora 
Arill'b'e a profit of "nearly seven ]>er 
cent. The tunnel will be nearly 180 
feet below the bed of the channel, and 
in case a war should break put it 
would be an easy matter to make it use- 
less to an invading force. It does not 
require any great amount of imagination 
to-, shqw how important would be tb« 
practical annexation of England to th» 
continent of Europe. 
True, a va»t 


amount of shipping would be rendered 
useless, but then the transportation of 
passengers and merchandise would_ be 
cheapened, and much valuable time 
saved. The powerful material interests 
involve*! will necessitate in time the 
construction of this tunnel, and when 
comM{i4(i| TOlSbepie of the wonders 
of tEe world.

CHINA AS A WARLIKE POWER. 
Demorest's Monthly.

• While all India is in a ferment, and a 
great national uprising's possible, there 
is also a determination on the part' of 
the Chinese people to assert their inde- 
pendence of foreign interference. Since 
the occupation of Pekin by the armies' 
of Great Britain and France, the Chi> 
peso empire has been steadily preparing 
itself for possible future conflicts. It 
has reorganized its army, and bought 
or constructed a rather formidable fleet. 
Nearly 2,000,000 of Chinamen can ba 
put into the'field, armed and equipped 
•as perfectly as any European army. Its 
fleet is of the best, comprising sixty- 
three vessels. To say nothing of ten 
nnarmored corvettes and thirty wooden 
gunboats, the Chinese navy comprer 
hends two heavy ironclads, two steel- 
plated corvettes built at Stettin and 
armed with twelve-inch Krupp guns, 
one monitor and two steel cruisers, built 
in England, and furnished with Arm-, 
strong and Gatling guns, six steel and 
six iron gunboats of English construc- 
tion, and; four steel torpedo boats pur- 
chased in Germany. To these vessels 
will soon be added the Ting-Yuen, an 
ironclad which is admitted by French 
experts to be one of the most perfect 
embodiments of naval science. China 
could easily take possession of the west 
coast of the United States, and occupy 
San Francisco and the other harbors on 
the shores of California and Oregon. 
The whole fleet of our contemptible 
American 
navy would 
not be a 


match for any one of 
the 
Chi- 


nese gunboats. Happily, the genius 
of the Chinese empire and the precepts 
of their religion forbid any but a de- 
fensive war; but the Mongolian has 
been cruelly ill-treated by England, 
France and Russia. Probably the most 
infamous war in history was the one in 
which Great Britain forced China to 
open its ports to the opium trade. Then 
the claim of extra territory is an intol- 
erable one. Under it the consulate of 
any foreign power in the Chinese ports 
is recognized as a court superior to the 
native judiciary'. Any difficulty or dis- 
pute between the Chinaman and a 
foreigner is tried by the consul of the 
power whose subject is a party to the 
action. .This, of course, brings into 
contempt the native courts, and the 
Chinaman is practically denied all 
justice. Let us put ourselves in the po- 
sition of the Chinaman. Suppose, for 
instance, in San Francisco, that every 
dispute between a Chinaman and 
American was to be settled by the 
Chinese consul, who would inflict all 
the penalties for any transgression of 
the law. 
An American community 


would resist to the death; they would 
prefer to be exterminated rather than 
submit to such a humiliating state of 
things. Yet this is the system which 
all foreign countries demand of :China, 
Japan, and the other Asiatic nations. 
The French 
invasion of Tonquin, 


China, seemed at one tune likely to 
bring about a war between China and 
France. 
Of course, anything like 


equal numbers of the Chinese army 
•would be no match for a French force. 
But the Chinamen would have the ad- 
vantage of overwhelming numbers and 
defensive positions. 
Four hundred 


millions of people c6uld supply myriads 
of soldiers, who now have the advantage 
of European arms and the military 
discipline of the western world. The- 
Chinaman does not fear death, though 
he is not aggressively warlike.

MURDER AND A DOUBLE LYNCH 


The Business Situation. 


From iar t week's Nation, Now York. 


The moat prominent features oJ 


the industrial situation are still tbe 
same as they have been for severa 
months, viz.: over-production and 
consequent declining prices, result 
ing in an increase of business fail- 
ures. 
During the past week the 


failures have been in the leather 
trade, which had heretofore escaped 
the genertd liquidation and readjust 
ment of credits which had already 
been experienced in tbe iron and cot- 
ton trades 
The greatest, in fact the 


only great, element ot danger in the 
general commercial situation at anj 
time, is the excessive expansion oJ 
credit, bused upon the presumed 
value of commodities for which there 
is no market at the presumed price. 
The failures in tbe past year, bnt 
more particularly in tbe last month 
or two, have removed this element oj 
danger from the general business sit 
nation, and have compelled a con- 
traction of the lines, of credit in 
nearly all business 
The only ele- 


ment of disquietude remaining is 
the dissetisfaction of labor; bnt the 
general decline in the price of all 
labor pioducts will unnecessarily 
cause a proportionate reduction in 
wages. The money market contin 
nes overburdened with unemployed 
inoney, which ia offered for loan on 
collateral security at rates extraordi- 
narily lo w. The situation as regards 
capital i» very much as it was a year 
after thf panic of 1873, tbe result of 
which, at least, was a great advance 
in the prices of all undoubted secur 
ities. 
The apprehensions of inter 


ference with the general railroad. 
traffic of the country, as a result of 
the telegraphers' strike, have bad a

upon prices of
